‘THE NEW ADVISORY BOARD 


The new advisory board to which the 
Provincial Government will look for in- 
formation and suggestions touching the 
management of the natural resources is 
composed of men well qualified for the 
work, and men in whose judgment and 
disinterestedness the public will have con- 
fidence. 

The board will not lack subjects to en- 
gage its attention. Alberta is a large 
province, sloping down from the moun- 
tains to the ‘‘bald-headed”’ prairie, and tilt- 
ed from three thousand feet at the inter- 
national boundary to less than seven hun- 
dred feet at Lake Athabasca. Soil condi- 
tions range from the famous “black soil” 
to barren rocks and sterile sand-hills. Its 
mineral resources are known to be vast 
and varied, perhaps more vast and more 
varied than those of any other province. 
Its timber areas are extensive and valu- 
able. Its fisheries support an import in- 
dustry. Its streams afford opportunities 
for power development on an indefinitely 
large scale. 

To administer these resources to the - 
advantage of the public is a serious under- 
taking, and the advisory board has a field 
for usefulness that is only limited by the 
ability and energy its members can devote 
to the task. The Government has done 
well to select men for the board who will 
bring to its deliberations both technical 
knowledge and business experience. 


THE CITY’S YEAR 


From the standpoint of the corpora- 
tion of Edmonton,.1930 was a year of fa- 
voring financial conditions and substan- 
tial achievement. 

The public works program included 
the paving of three and a half miles of 
streets, the gravelling of seven and a half 
miles, the boulevarding of five and a half 
miles, the making of fourteen and a half 
miles of sidewalks, and the laying of 
three and a half miles of water mains; 
aside from the city’s contribution to the 
cost of the 97th street subway. 

During the twelve months, the utilities 
rolled up profits of more than a half mil- 
lion dollars, and the year ended with a 
larger amount of taxes paid than in any 
preceding year. 

This is a showing in which Mayor 

Douglas and the members of last year’s 
council are entitled to find cause for grati- 
fication, particularly as the fairly exten- 
sive improvement program was carried 
through with a very small increase in 
taxation. That is proof that the business 
of the city was handled in a capable man- 
ner. 
Tax collections show business condi- 
tions in the city were far from adverse. 
Conditions were, in point of fact, better 
in Edmonton than in any other western 
city, in the opinion of competent and un- 
prejudiced observers. And to a very con- 
siderable extent they were better because 
of the money that was paid out by the 
city in the carrying out of its improve- 
ment work. 


ALBERTA FAIRS CARRY ON 

Aside from the exhibitions at Edmon- 
ton and Calgary, 58 agricultural fairs 
were held in Alberta last summer. It is 
significant that of 63 of these events 
lanned in the smaller cities, towns, vil- 
ages, and at country points, only five 
were cancelled as the season advanced, as 
grain prices continued to sag and it be- 
came increasingly apparent that the times 
were badly out of joint. 

To persevere in the face of crop and 
economic conditions which developed in 
some sections of the province required 
courage. That the fairs, even in those 
districts, did not result in discouraging 
losses proves the place that these annual 
gatherings have come to occupy in the 
social and business scheme of things. 
Despite the scarcity of money and the 
uncertain outlook, the revenue in most 
cases apparently balanced the expenditure, 
or did not fall far enough short to forbid 
future fairs. 

Representatives of the organizations 
which conduct these “Class B” fairs have 
been meeting in Edmonton in their annual 
convention, The attendance indicates that 
there will be as many fairs this year as 
last, perhaps more of them. That is 
strong evidence that the agricultural fair 
is recognized to be a worth-while com- 
munity event, well worth the expense and 
effort involved even when the situation in 
town and country is less than usually 
favorable to entertainment enterprises of 


all kinds,

OVER THE BORDER 


The “E. D. and B. C.” railway has fi- 
nally justified its name, by crossing the 
British Columbia boundary, and train 
service is being instituted this week from 
Edmonton to Dawson Creek, B.C. 

That is an event of very immediate in- 
terest to the settlers who are thus pro- 
vided with railway facilities not hitherto 
enjoyed by them. Edmonton business 
houses will also benefit from the develop- 
ment that takes place at the far end of 
the line and through the extension of 
their easily accessible trading area. 

The crossing of the B. C. boundary 
also marks a change in the railway situa- 
tion as if affects the Peace River district 
generally, and the province of Alberta. 
Thus far the responsibility has rested u 
on Alberta to provide, or to induce rail- 
way companies to provide, railway facili- 
ties necessary for bringing out the pro- 
ducts and taking in the supplies of that 
whole territory. 

That is no longer the case. The rail- 
way has invaded British Columbia’s sec- 
tion of the Peace River area. Settlement 
will extend and development follow there 
as a consequence. And the ple in the 
territory thus opened up will look, not to 
Edmonton, but to Victoria, for the provi- 
sion of their railway requirements. 

With the crossing of the boundary, Al- 
berta has done its share toward providing 
the Peace River country with a direct out- 
let to the Pacific, though the line north of 
the Peace will also have to be extended in- 
to the neighboring province. The problem 
of carrying the steel from Dawson Creek 
to the ocean, or linking it up with the ex- 
isting trancontinental lines, is British Col- 
umbia’s problem. 


40 Years Ago Today 


From the files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


The annual meeting of the East Edmonton school 
district was adjourned from Saturday last to today. 
L. Fulton and W. Stephens are rival candidates for 
the vacant trusteeship and an active canvass has 
been underway all week. 

Those who think there is no climatic difference 


in favor of northern Alberta as compared with 
southern Manitoba are requested to notice that at 
Boissevain on December 23, the thermometer reg- 
istered 40 below zero. At Edmonton on the same 
date in the same cold snap the lowest was 12 below. 

Of the Ladoga wheat distributed by the central 
experimental farm in 1889 the everage weight of the 
yield per bushel was 6014 pounds. The heaviest grain 
was raised by M. Groat of Edmonton, weighing 64% 
pounds per bushel. The largest yield was by M. 
Saunby of Enderby, B.C., who grew 139 pounds of 
wheat from three pounds of seed. 

Some weeks ago P. Tate discovered a black oily 
substance oozing from the ground some place in the 
Beaver Hills. A sample was sent to R. G. Mc- 
Connell of the geological survey, Ottawa, who 
analysed it and reported that it was not petroleum 
but a substance not infrequently found coming from 
coal beds, It has no commercial value except that if 
found in sufficiently large quantities it could be used 
as paint.

Health and Diet Advice

SOME RULES IN THE CURE OF TUBERCULOSIS 

In the treatment of tuberculosis it is well to re- 
member that the lungs act as eliminative organs to 
throw out poisonous gases, The other three chan- 
nels of elimination for bodily toxins are the skin, 
kidneys and bowels, In order to rest the lungs from 
their burden of acting as an eliminative organ it is 
well to increase the throwing out of toxins through 
all of the other excretory channels, 

Sunbathing and sponge baths help in aiding skin 
elimination. A patient should drink plenty of water 
to supply the kidneys with plenty of fluid for their 
work. The bowels must be kept open with enemas 
if the patient does not have at least two bowel 
movements daily. Energy should not be wasted 
spending too many hours at brainwork or study and 
thus using up too much energy through the mental 
processes, which energy is needed in the physical 
body to digest and assimilate food or to be used in 
taking the necessary physical exercise, Vital energy 
should not be wasted through outbursts of temper 
or through any of the other destructive emotions. 

I have found it advisable to exclude milk, starches 
and sugafs from the diet of the tubercular. Daily 
Sunbaths are especially beneficial when the bones are 
affected by tuberculosis. Every avenue for the waste 
of nervous energy must be conserved and the patient 
must practice various means for increasing his 
strength, A certain amount of rest, especially during 
the afternoon or when there is any rise of tempera- 
ture is essential at the beginning of the cure, 

The sleeping quarters should be where the air is 
fresh but not cold enough to be irritating to the 
delicate lung tissue, for the virtue of the fresh air 
lies in its abundance of oxygen and not in its tem- 
perature, The patient should not become  over- 
heated? And it is not good to lie in the sun for too 
long so that the body becomes unduly warm. 

The patient should not be discouraged because of 
the loss of weight necessary at the beginning of the 
treatment, as @ vigorous elimination of toxins is es- 
sential at the start and the weight will come only 
when the disease is overcome and the building up 
process begins, 

The calisthenic exercises should consist mostly of 
the “setting up” exercises. All exercises of the arms 
and chest should be avoided. When the fever is not 
high a short walk should be taken and this should be 
increased gradually each day as the strength permits. 
No other exercise is as fruitful of good results as 
walking for gaining the stamina which is necessary 
for overcoming tuberculosis,

However, the 
odor from some flowering plants may be oppressive 
to the patient. At night a small amount of carbon 
dioxide is thrown from the leaves of plants, but not 
enough to be injurious.

While Prince Louis Napoleon was still only pre- 
tender to the Imperial throne of France he spent an 
extended period in England, where he fell into that 
brilliant group of literary men and wits that sur- 
rounded Lady Blessington, one of the most noted 
women of the day, whose drawing room rivalled that 
of the great Lady Holland, notwithstanding her past 
was supposed to have been chequered and her charac- 
ter none too good, 

At Gore House, the residence of the Countess of 
Blessington, and her brilliant son-in-law, Count 
d'Orsay, Louis Napoleon repeatedly experienced a 
hospitality which it was not then in his power to 
return, ? 

Time passed. After the revolution of 1848, the 
Prince went back to France as “Prince-President of 
the Republic.” Later he was to establish himself as 
emperor, but for the time being the coup which was 
to put him on his throne was not advisab’e. It was 
in this period that the fortunes of both Lady Bles- 
sington and Count d'Orsay fell. They left England 
and went to France. 

Naturally they expected that the Prince-President 
would be eager to repay them the hospitality he had 
so often experienced at their hands. However, they 
did not fully estimate the delicate position in which 
he was placed. For D'Orsay he did all he could but 
the thing Lady Blessington most desired—to be re- 
ceived at the Tuileries—he felt he could not grant. 

“Impossible,” he said, implanting a thorn that 
rankled deeply in the lady's breast. 

So came about a famous encounter in the Champs 
Elysees. Lady Blessington was driving in her carriage 
when the future emperor, on horseback, overtook her. 
He slowed up to ride beside her. They exchanged 
greetings and a few sentences, Then the Prince- 
President asked an ind'screet question. 

“Does your ladyship intend to remain long in 
Paris?” 

The Countess, making a rapid mental review of 
late changeable French history, shook her head ans’ 
then smiled sweetly, “And you?” she parried. 

Louis Napoleon spurred his horse and rode on, This 
was a question no man could answer. Yet he did 
remain in France, its emperor from 1851 until 1870, 
when he had the misfortune to go to war with 
Prussia. 

Lady Blessington did not stay so long. She died 
a few months after her arrival in Paris.

But these two correspondents are 
evidently unusually susceptible to 
glandular action, It comes vut in 
the pores in the one case, in the 
eyes in the other.

To Lower Maternal Mortality 


Manchester Finds Walt of 
Deaths Preventable

MANCHESTER, Eng., Jan. 14 
The circular letter which is being 
sent out by the ministry of health to 
the local authorities on the subject of 
maternal mortality marks the latest 
and most promising attempt to reduce 


the disturbing number of deaths in 
childbirth, says the Manch« ster 
Guardian There are 2,000 births 
daily in this country, and eight of 


the mothers die every day in child- 
bed, or 3,000 every year 

No wonder Bernard Shaw should 
have made one of his characters say 
that it requires more heroism to be 
&@ mother than to engage in battle, or 
that the minister of health should 
imply today that the miners’ occupa- 
tion, dangerous as it is, is infinitely 
less risky by comparison 

The departmental committee on 
maternal mortality came to the con- 
clusion that 48 per cent of the deaths 
in childbirth are preventable, but a 
good deal of expert opinion inclines 
to the view that the percentage of 
preventable death is considerably 
higher than that. As the ministry of 
health are pointing out, there is 
enormously more data to proceed 
upon today, and the present action of 
the ministry is prompted largely by 
the knowledge acquired from the 
analysis of 2,000 fatal cases, The new 
knowledge has convinced the min- 
istry that the deaths can be halved 
if only the local authorities, using 
their existing powers, will develop 
services for ante-natal supervision for 
mothers.

vntage of the stability found in a 
branch banking system. | 
Opposition to the branch banking | 
in the United States, however is 
powerful. In agricultural circies, for | 
example, there is a strong desire to do} 
banking on the personal basis. As| 


explained by Fred, Brenchman, Wash- } 


ington representative of the National | 
Grange, the oldest agricultural or- 
ganization in the United States and | 
having 800,000 members, the farmer 
wants to be able to deal with his| 
banker personally. “He wants,” said | 
Mr. Brenchman. “to be able to go in 
and say, “Oh, I'm feeding 200 shorts 
and I want some money to feed them.” 

The advantage of the branch bank- 
ing system as in vogue in Canada, on 
the other hand, is commented upon 
by the New York Times as follows: 
“But the Canadian system—accom- 
plishes four benefits which are the 
true objective to banking.

In addi- 
tion several thousands of men, women 
and children had been given direct 
relief in the form of fuel and food. 

Senator Robertron said the Canadian 
National Railway shortly would award 
the contract for a new station at Saint 
John, N.B., and for the grade separ- 
ation scheme at London, Ont. Con- 
struction work will commence soon on 
La Canardiere Subway, Quebec, on the 
Brantford, Ont., cut-off and on the 
hel William, Ont,, freight storage 
Ss. . 

The Canadian Pacific Railway re- 
| Ported that 3,807 men had been given

In British Columbia, 16,756 individu- 
als had been given employment up to 
the end of the year. In addition, 1,777 
individuals and 1,437 families had been | 
given direct relief.
